IIHY HAVE A SCIENCE CLUB? 

A science club, with one or more adult super¬ 
visors, stimulates extra-curricular activities 

(many of which can he originated and organized 
by students themselves). These include indi¬ 
vidual and group research projects, field 
trips, seminars with scientists, communications 
(papers at meetings, exhibits ), and entry into 
science competitions. 


Your science club can: 

• Bring together groups of students with com¬ 
mon interests in science. 

• Encourage the student’s curiosity and help to 
channel it into independent scientific thinking, 
originality and practical view of the problems 
of investigation and research. 

• Give a realistic glimpse of jobs and careers in 
science, and some understanding of the edu¬ 
cation and skills which science is seeking today. 


In short, a club is not an end in itself, but ra¬ 
ther a means of encouraging and helping young 
people to engage in science youth activities. 
These activities include investigative work 
(individual or group research projects, work as 
an apprentice in a scientist's laboratory ), enrich¬ 
ment activities (seminars with scientists, field 
trips), communications activities (giving papers 
at meetings, exhibits explaining research proj¬ 
ects) or competitions (science fairs, mathematics 
contests).
